Tat disease does not always originate in the cancellated 
structure of these bones, and that, commencing in the articula-

She entered a metropolitan 
hospital, and went to a seaside infirmary without deriving any 
benefit, and she ultimately came under my care in May, 1863. 
Finding that rest and the ordinary treatment did not improve 
her condition, I decided upon removing the diseased part. The 
arch of the foot was now much swollen, and the soft parts 
thickened. Three open wounds were noticed on the upper, 
and one on the outer surface of the foot. The limb was cold, 
and the wounds were glazed and of a dirty-yellow colour, with 
A probe could be passed into the tarso-metatarsal joints. The 
tarsal bones themselves were felt to be rough and denuded of 
cartilage, and sinuses extended in various directions. 

I removed the front of the foot by the double flap, sawing 


through the first row of tarsal bones in their continuity. The

COMPOUND AN ASTHETICS IN MIDWIFERY. 


By ROBERT ELLIS, Esg., 


OBSTETRIC SURGEON TO THE CHELSEA, BROMPTON, AND 
BELGRAVE DISPENSARY. 


I HAVE stated in previous communications to Lancet* 
that one of my chief purposes in introducing my method of 
“anesthesia by mixed vapours” was to obtain the best form 
of administering anesthetics in labour. It is, in actual prac- 
tice, extremely difficult to avoid an overdose of chloroform by 
any method hitherto devised. And it is very common to 
find that the result is—what might easily be anticipated— 
that the anesthetic really protracts the parturient effort by 
its interference with the pains. In my system of anesthesia 
by mixed vapours this is scarcely possible, and the accoucheur 
possesses in it an easy means of giving complete relief to his 
patient without retarding her labour. In fact, it is my expe- 
rience that by the gentle stimulus these vapours communicate, 
while they quite remove the consciousness of suffering, the 
expulsive efforts are really assisted, and that labour is shortened 
thereby. I need not enlarge on the value of such aid to the 
accoucheur, nor on the excellent effects upon the patient in the 
avoidance of prostration, depression, sickness, and all the other 
consequences of ordinary chloroformization.

It is incapable of derangement by 
agitation or otherwise ; it affords a perfect security to the 
patient, who cannot draw from it more than a known (and 
visible) per-centage of chloroform ; and it is almost as simple 
as the commonest kind of inhaler. So soon as these facts shall 
become known and mixed anesthetics more generally used in 
our profession, I believe the napkin and tumbler system of

TRANSFIXION OF THE BASE OF THE TONGUE BY A NEEDLE; 
DIAGNOSIS AND REMOVAL WITH THE AID OF 
THE LARYNGOSCOPE. 


(Under the care of Dr. Gres.) 
Tue powerful aid afforded by the laryngoscope in discovering 
the whereabouts of foreign bodies lodged in some part of the 
throat or larynx is now becoming well understood by the pro- 
fession. The little mirror reveals the reflection of the site of 
penetration by a sharp substance, which cannot be felt by a 
very long index-finger. In the following curious case the 
patient thought she had swallowed a pin with some pudding, 
but the sequel proved it to bea needle.

Str,—Some severe strictures in the medical press and in 
the public newspapers reflecting somewhat unsparingly on the

Str,—From the letter of Dr. Lankester published in the 
a last number, it appears that my on/y fault was, that I did not 
; inform the coroner and jury of the reason why I did not attend 
the inquest. Surely Dr. Lankester cannot have forgotten that 
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Ow Thursday next the Fellows of the College of Surgeons 
will be called upon to exercise the important function, in 
virtue of which alone can they now be said to exercise any 
influence on the government of the College to which they 
belong, and which is sometimes, by a not unnatural, although 
as yet very ill-founded figure of speech, said, in some sense, to 
belong te them. The duty of voting at the annual election of 
Councillors is a very grave and serious trust. It is one which 
involves a very important responsibility. At the ensuing elec- 
tion the Fellows will again be called upon to say by their 
votes—for hitherto more than dumb action has been prohibited 
at these annual meetings—whether they will reaffirm their 
recent resolve, that the principles of the charter of the College 
shall no longer be evaded, or whether they will permit them 
to be openly set at nought. The great principle of the charter 
of 1843, which was obtained very much by the exertions of 
Sir Bensamin Bropre, and by his influence with Sir James 
GranaM, was the destruction of the previous rule which gave 
to any member of the Council and the Court of Examiners, 
once elected, a life interest in his office. The rule of retire- 
ment at stated intervals was formally enunciated, and received 
especial legislative sanction, as that which should guide the 
government of the College. At the same time an important 
provision was introduced, which gave to the Council the power, 
and therefore, as in all permissive acts of legislation, imposed 
upon them the duty, of electing Examiners out of the pale 
of the Council. The Council read the charter backwards. 
It did none of the things which it was authorized to do, 
but on the contrary directly evaded its constructive duty, and 
continued to preserve, by a system of re-election, that life- 
tenure which the charter had abolished, and to maintain, by 
the scrupulous omission of all fitting persons beyond the 
Council, that monopoly of Examiners’ seats for themselves 
which the charter aimed at destroying. The effect of that 
interested and strictly illegal course was to confirm the evils 
which the charter was intended to obviate. The Examiners 
are properly officials and servants of the College, performing 
certain duties for which they are salaried, and of which they 
have to render account. But the servants had long been 
masters; and they have continued to be so. The Council is 
the governing body : it is the duty of the Council to elect the 
Examiners, to control them, and to direct them in the per- 
formance of their duty. But by the combined influence of the 
observance of a strict rule of seniority, and the maintenance 
of the old abuse of electing each Councillor in turn to the office 
of Examiner, of confirming him in office on retirement, and 
of electing none but Councillors, the Examiners, who are ten 
in number, form a compact body; so that, with the certain 
small number of adherents whom they can almost surely in- 
fluence, the Examiners rule the Council, and invert the whole 
order of government. The Fellows, to whom the Council 


entrust so little power, and towards whom they have, until 
lately, habitually placed themselves in an attitude of selfish 
opposition, have nevertheless, by the careful and conscientious 
exercise of their important right of annual voting, commenced 
a reform : they have insisted on observing some of the prin- 
ciples of Bropre, some of the provisions of the charter. At 
our instance, and following advice which we tendered on public 
grounds solely, they resolved, when Mr. Casarn Hawkivs— 
who is an Examiner not subject to quinquennial re-election— 
offered himself anew for the Council on retirement, that they 
would show by their votes that, although a sort of life-Exa- 
miner, he had not necessarily a vested life interest in a seat at 
the Council-board ; that the office of Examiner was one which 
was entirely distinct from that of Councillor; and that a cer- 
tain ample enjoyment of all the honours and dignities of the 
College rather constituted a reason for admitting others to a 
fair chance of the like dignities in their turn, than justified 
him in seeking them anew. For the first time an Examiner 
of the College of Surgeons was so without being a Councillor, 
nor did any portentous evil follow. But there are still nine 
Examiners, who can, with their friends, strangle any cradled 
Hercutes who may inquire into the present system of ex- 
aminers and examinations. Mr. Luxe’s retirement will offer 
Twice President ; an Examiner removable only by special vote 
of the Council ; Councillor near a score of years, —he represents 
the entire subversion of the principles of the charter ; and his 
candidature now is a practical satire upon its provisions, and 
an affront to the Fellows who have now for several years so 
distinctly declared and proved their intention to vote in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the charter. 

Mr. HawkuNs represents the opposite opinions, and stands 
on the principles of the charter. His opinions are those of the 
great majority of the Fellows; he is the disciple of Bropix; 
and being a candidate who desires to assist in vindicating the 
principle that a man may aspire to be a Councillor without 
pretending to put in a claim for an examinership, or may be 
elected an Examiner without first passing though the Council 
chamber, the election of Mr. Hawxrns will add one further 
element of strength to those who desire to see the provisions of 
the charter fairly carried out. 

Little as the Fellows are considered in the College, and 
limited as is their power to dumb motion, they have achieved 
by their silent votes once a year during the last few years the 
first great reform in the College. They are forbidden to speak ; 
they may not even debate the affairs of the College when assem- 
bled in the annual meeting, but a balloting paper has its own 
mute eloquence, and an opportune vote is an epigram in 
action. 

The Fellows will, we do not doubt, affirm anew their resolu- 
tion to put an end to the device by which life-tenure of office 
abolished by law has been temporarily sustained in fact. Last 
year they were puzzled by a multiplicity of candidates ; this 
year there will not be that difficulty. 


Tue College of Physicians has this week held the annual 
meeting at which it elects new Fellows, and, as has too often 
occurred, there is much dissatisfaction with the list of nomi- 
nations by the Council for the distinction in question. This 
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occasion two years ago, in a reckless and unjust system of 
Dblackballing perfectly innocent men merely as a means of 
expressing dissatisfaction with the authorities who had put 
them in nomination. Nevertheless, there have been mur- 
murs heard, even within the precincts of the College, and 
still more loudly in the outer world, at the manifest faults, 
both of omission and of commission, which the nomination-list 
displays. Were we to analyse the recommendations of the 
Council, it would be found that, while tardy justice has been 
done to a few eminent men who have long been debarred from 
an honour to which they had the plainest right, on the other 
hand preferment has been given to more than ohe person whose 
claims were by no means pressing, and, what is worse, a 
serious injury has been inflicted on several distinguished phy- 
sicians, who have done good service to science, and should 
long ago have been rewarded with the distinction which is 
once more withheld from them without apparently sufficient 
reason. What is done is done, however ; and instead of pro- 
testing against the choice of the Council, we prefer to invite 
the earnest consideration of the College to the great desira- 
bility of a reform in the existing rules for the nomination to 
the Fellowship. 

In an article which we published in January of last year, 
we suggested two possible solutions of the difficulties attend- 
ing this reform. The first of these was the adoption of a mere 
examination test ; but this we dismissed on the ground that 
the highest degree of original merit would not be most likely 
to be rewarded by this plan ; and on the present occasion we 
fully adhere to that opinion. The other plan suggested by us 
was that nomination should proceed from the Fellows them- 
selves in the first instance. The Council’s nominations, how- 
ever really just and disinterested, will never be generally 
credited as such so long as the general body of the Fellows 
are allowed no power of directly recommending individuals, 
We suggest that any Member of the College (of a certain 
standing) shall be primé facie eligible, provided his nomi- 
nation paper, signed by at least six Fellows (or as many 
more as are willing to do so), be forwarded to the Council at 
least one month before the election. From tbe preliminary 
list thus obtained the Council shall select a certain maximum 
number—say, for instance, not more than ten; and this re- 
vised list shall be again submitted to the Fellows at a meeting 
to be held shortly before the actual balloting-day. If any 
palpable omission of someone possessing strong claims to the 
Fellowship existed, it could be mentioned at this meeting, and 
the Council could finally reconsider the matter. It can hardly 
be doubted that the list of nominations which would ultimately 
be obtained in this way would conciliate all parties, and, ex- 
cept in most unusual circumstances, altogether obviate such 
painful occurrences as the rejection of candidates whe have 
been informed by the Council that it is proposed to confer the 
hononr of the Fellowship upon them. 

Another point which is worthy of careful consideration is 
the amount of age or other standing which should be required 
for the Fellowship. Apropos of this we may mention that 
Dr. Copuand has given notice of a motion for considerably 
increasing the length of standing as a Member which shall 
be requisite for election as a Fellow. With this proposition 
we are much inclined to agree. For our own part we cannot 
eonceive that it would be any hardship for young physicians 
to wait for this expensive honour till at least their thirty- 


first or thirty-second year was completed. Along with the 
changes of procedure now indicated, we would venture to 
suggest that the claims of a certain class of men should re- 
ceive predominance, as a matter of course. It appears to us 
that every Member, of the requisite standing in the College, 
who shall hold the conjoined offices of physician (or assistant- 
physician) to an hospital and lecturer to a medical school, 
should be nominated, as a matter of course, by the Council, 
unless some grave moral or official delinquency could be laid 
to his charge. It is on every account most desirable that the 
men on whose shoulders rests the duty of instructing the rising 
generation of students in clinical and theoretical medicine, and 
in the sciences which are most immediately allied to medicine, 
should mix in the society of those elders of the profession who 
have contributed to shape the scientific, and also the ethical, 
code of the existing race of physicians. In the ordinary and 
inevitable course of events, which lies plainly before us, we 
cannot but foresee much change, not merely in the scientific 
opinions, but probably also in the professional customs of the 
so-called “‘ higher ranks” of the profession. That these changes 
should be made slowly, gradually, and as it were by a natural 
process of organic growth rather than by a revolution, were 
earnestly to be desired. In order that this may happen we 
ought sedulously to encourage communication between the 
men who are labouring in the turmoil and conflicts of progres- 
sive medicine, and the calm and almost judicial minds of those 
who are resting from their labours in the quiet consciousness 
of a life’s work well done. It can never be other than a good 
thing that the younger and more enthusiastic physicians should 
come within the influence of men like the respected President 
of the Royal College of Physicians, who temper the authority 
which a long and successful practice of their art has given 
them with a winning candour and respect for the opinions of 
those of their juniors who are working out the very problems 
which they themselves have partly solved. 

Some of the changes which we have proposed will, doubt- 
less, require alterations to be made in the bye-laws of the 
College ; and there will, probably, be some who will think 
this of itself a sufficient objection to their being seriously 
entertained. But the present system has been carried quite 
far enough — indeed, a great deal too far. It would be a 
dangerous thing to provoke the profession by a continued 
and cynical disregard of the plain rights of such men as one 
or two who have this year been once more passed over in 
the nominations for the Fellowship, There are not a few 
persons who are inclined, in their moments of sober reflec- 
tion, to ask themselves very gravely whether the burden- 
some fees and the anxieties attending the election are recom- 
pensed by the honour of sitting side by side with the many 
moderately illustrious individuals who compose the larger 
part of the body of Fellows. That terrible innovator, Sir 
James CLARK, thought that it was not at all worth while; 
and who knows but that his dangerous error (at present 
somewhat forgotten) may be only smouldering slowly towards 
another outburst! We should deeply lament any decay 
of the authority and usefulness of the College of Physicians. 
No one can doubt who has studied medical history, or who 
has observed closely the influence of a money-getting age like 
the present upon the ethical codes of nearly every profession 
and every business, that a venerable institution like the 
College is a most important rallying-point for whatever 
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remains of the old chivalrous courtesy and the old reverent 
love for scientific truth and modesty which distinguished such 
men as Li~acre, SypenHAM, and Mrap. And, besides this, 
the very useful work which the College has done of late years 
in establishing a really good system of education for general 
practitioners, has inclined the more hopeful of us to believe 
that the beginning of the end was come, and that the sub- 
stantial advantages of an ancient and renowned corporation 
were about to be blended with the development of modern 
ideas as to the intrinsic rights of ability and knowledge, unless 
allied with moral defect, to be rewarded with perfect impar- 
tiality. We trast that the profession will not be disappointed, 
and that a really liberal scheme of reform will be introduced 
ere the annual election again comes round. 


SIR WILLIAM FERGUSSON, BART. 


Tue annual dinner of old King’s-men on the 21st inst. was 
made the occasion of presenting a magnificent testimonial to 
Sir William Fergusson, Bart. The memorial, to which up- 
wards of three hundred of Sir William’s old pupils and col- 
leagues had subscribed, was in the form of a silver dessert- 
service, consisting of a central figure supporting branches for 
candles or flowers, with four dessert-stands and a set of salt- 
cellars to correspond. An illuminated vellum book, containing 
the names of the donors, accompanied the gift, which was pre- 
sented in a suitable address by Dr. Druitt, who presided on 


result of genuine feeling, and carried with it the sympathy of 
his hearers far more than could have been done by the most 
laboriously prepared address. He told his audience, in a few 
touching sentences, the story of his life: how, even in his 
early youth, he had some hazy idea that good must come from 
honest industry ; and he readily confessed to an ambition for 
elevation in his profession, which had never quitted him 
whilst he described his arrival in London, without a friend, 
was broken by a burst of long-continued applause when he 
pointed to Professor Partridge, sitting by his side, as the first 
real friend whom he had found in the metropolis. He con- 
trasted his condition at that time with the present occasion, 
“floated him, as it were, into the position which he hed 


The audience which he addressed was one to which the tone 
of Sir William's speech was peculiarly appropriate. It com- 
prised representatives of his class belonging probably to every 


which followed showed at once the popularity of the speaker 
and the success with which his ‘‘plain unvarnished tale” had 
appealed to the sympathies of pupils, who have always re- 
garded their teacher with just pride and well-merited esteem. 


THE F.R.C.S. DINNER. 

Ox Thursday next, according to annual custom, the Fellows 
of the College of Surgeons will dine together. Although an 
entertainment of little moment in bygone days, it is perhaps 
as well, now, that those who have been in a contested 
election all the afternoon should sit down in good fellowship 
in the evening, with both the successful and the unsuccessful 
candidates amongst them. At the same time, there are some 
points connected with the dinner which we think might be 
modified with advantage. 

In the first place, the locality chosen for the dinner is found 
to be generally inconvenient. The bulk of those who dine 
either reside at the West-end, or leave town from stations at 
that end of London; and it is tiresome to have to go into the 
City to eat a dinner, and still more tiresome to have to return 
late at night, It has been suggested that the dinner should 
be held at one of the suburban localities devoted to such 
assemblies; but the late hour at which the poll is usually de- 
clared at the College, and the fact that many of the visitors 
have long journeys to take afterwards, necessarily preclude 
such an arrangement, Still there is no valid reason why the 
entertainment should not take place at one of the West-end 
hotels, or at one of the large establishments at which public 
dinners are commonly held. 

A much more important matter, however, is the speech- 
making on the occasion. It is astonishing how fond gentlemen 
who are perfectly inaudible to the majority of those seated 
around them are of hearing themselves speak, and the inor- 
dinate length to which their speeches run. Nothing could be 
worse than last year, when the chairman was nearly inaudible 
and the president of the College perfectly so. Fortunately, 
this year, the chairman and the president are one and the 
same person; and while we hope that Mr. Wormald's voice is 
a powerful one, we trust that in mercy to his audience he will 
be brief. One of the speakers last year (Mr. Quain) remarked 
that ‘‘ not being musical, he did not wish for the accompani- 
ment which had greeted some of the speakers ;” but such dis- 
orderly “‘rough music” is the necessary consequence of allow- 
ing gentlemen to remain on their legs for twenty minutes at a 
a few yards of the speaker. 

It is not a little amusing to find how, under the influence of 
good fellowship, the proceedings of the Council of the College 
assume a roseate hue. To listen to the applause which greets 
the sentiment, one might imagine that the College of Surgeons 
was the most popular institution in the kingdom, and did 
everything it could to uphold the dignity of the profession ; 
whilst the idea of opposing the re-election of any one of the 
venerable speakers becomes an absurdity! We are happy to 
note such cordiality amongst professional brethren, even if the 
feeling does not stand a twelvemonth’s wear. 


THE ROYAL COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS, 

Ar the quarterly comitia of the College of Physicians held 
on Monday, the 25th inst., there was a full attendance, more 
than fifty Fellows being present. The proceedings commenced 
with a short speech from Dr. Alderson, who congratulated the 
distinguished President, Sir Thomas Watson, on the honour 
which has recently been conferred on him by her Majesty, and 
remarked, amid the hearty applause of the Fellows, that in all 
his long experience he had never known a distinction of this 
kind, the bestowal of which had caused more universal pleasure 
and satisfaction. In a short but graceful reply Sir Thomas 
Watson said that, while it would be idle for him to affect in- 
difference to the great honour which had been conferred on 
him by the Queen, he might truly say that the chief source 
of the gratification which he felt was the sense of compliment 
paid, through him, to the College whose Presideut he had 
the honour tobe. Three members who had recently passed their

simple pathos and unstudied eloquence which was the evident 
year of his tenure of office in King’s College Hospital.

ion have been. Certain reports were read, relat- 
ing to matters of comparatively little external interest ; 
and the election of officers (a list of whom will be found in 
another column) was proceeded with. The next business was 
the election of Fellows, and the following names, recommended 
by the Council, were successively submitted to the test of the 
ballot :—William Morse Graily Hewitt, M.D. Lond. ; George 
Buchanan, M.D. Lond. ; Wilson Fox, M.D. Lond. ; Charles Chad- 
wick, M.D. Edin. ; William Ogle, M.D. Oxon. ; Nathaniel Allen 
Travis, M.D. Edin. ; Randle Wilbraham Falconer, M.D. Edin. ; 
Reginald Southey, M.B. Oxon. ; and James Andrew, M.B. Oxon, 
All these gentlemen were elected, we are happy to say; never 
theless, certain sounds of dissatisfaction made themselves 
audible, and a few names provoked a black-ball or two. The 
only other proceedings of interest were two announcements by 
the veteran Dr. Copland. The first of these was that, with 
the permission of the President and Fellows (which was im- 
mediately and cordially granted), he (Dr. Copland) proposed 
to deliver a course of six lectures on Therapeutics, a branch of 
medical science which, as he justly observed, is much 
neglected. Dr. Copland’s other announcement was the notice 
of a motion for prolonging to seven years the period of neces- 
sary probation of members before they can become qualified 
for the fellowship—a topic to which we have referred in a 
leading article on the election of Fellows of the Royal College 
of Physicians. 


VISITATION OF EXAMINATIONS. 


Ar a meeting of the Branch Council for England of the 
General Council of Medical Education and Registration on the 
15th inst., the following resolution, passed by the General 
Council on the 28th of May, was read :—‘‘ That the visitations 
of the examinations, preliminary as well as professional, of the 
qualifying bodies, by the Branch Councils, or such of their 
members as they may depute, be continued during the ensuing 
year. That the reports of the visitors shall apply to every 
part of the examinations of each body, and shall include a 
statement of the facts observed, and of the opinions of the 
visitors as to the efficiency of the examinations, as also such 
remarks and suggestions on defects in them as circumstances 
may indicate. That the reports of the visitors be submitted 
in the first instance to the Branch Councils ; and that there- 
after the Branch Council shall direct them to be printed and 
circulated confidentially amongst the members of the General 
Council, so that they may be in a condition at the meeting of 
the General Council in 1867 to consider them maturely.” It 
was also resolved that the members of the Council who were 
deputed by this Branch Council on the 13th of October, 1865, 
to visit the examinations held by certain of the qualifying 
bodies in England, be again deputed to visit respectively the 
examinations of the same bodies during the ensuing year. 
Dr. Storrar and Dr. Sharpey were deputed to visit the exami- 
nations of the University of Durham. A letter from Mr. 
Rumsey was read, explaining his reasons for declining to take 

in the visitation of examinations. Dr. Alderson was 
deputed, in place of Mr. Rumsey, to visit the examinations of 
the Society of Apothecaries of London. It was resolved that 
the travelling and hotel expenses of members of this Branch 

Council, deputed to visit the examinations of the qualifying 
bodies, be paid to them on the same scale as for attending the 


of the question of the payment of fees to the visitors of ex- 
aminations be, for the present, postponed. A present of fifty 
guineas was made to the registrar of the English Branch 
Council, in acknowledgment of the extra duty entailed upon 
him by the registration of medical students. 


RATING OF CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS, 


Tue recent decision of the House of Lords in the case of 
Jones v. the Mersey Docks, has settled the legal question as 
to the liability of charitable institutions to parochial and other 
taxes. Acting upon this decision, the parish of St. George, 
Hanover-square, has during the present year assessed St. 
George’s Hospital to the poor-rate; and such hospital and the 
officers’ house in connexion with it are assessed at four thou- 
sand and ninety pounds per annum, the amount of rate pay- 
able being five hundred and eighty-seven pounds eighteen 
governors of the hospital presented, by Mr. Abel Smith, on 
the 13th inst., a petition against this assessment. They describe 
the position of the hospital in respect to its support by volun- 
tary contributions ; state that the annual subscriptions are insuf- 
ficient to meet the current expenses; that it has been necessary 
of late to sell capital from time to time derived from legacies 
bequeathed to the said hospital ; and that the deficiency of in- 
come which has been so met by sale of capital has amounted 
on an average of the last seven years to about four thousand 
pounds per annum. The petitioners conclude by submitting 
“that if St. George’s Hospital be rated to the poor, the use- 
fulness and benevolent objects of the institution will be seri- 
ously affected, and the payment of the large annual sum de- 
manded for poor-rate will probably necessitate a curtailment 
of the number of patients annually relieved at St. George's 
Hospital.” 

St. George’s Hospital offers a very strong illustration of the 
impolicy and injustice of rating charitable institutions to the 
poor; but no doubt there are many such cases, and it is the _ 
manifest duty of those interested to petition against a regu- 
lation so disastrous to their welfare. 


THE CATTLE PLAGUE. 

Ar the meeting of the Epidemiological Society on Monday, 
July 2nd, Dr. J. Burdon Sanderson will read a paper on the 
Cattle Plague in its relations to Epidemiology. Dr. Sanderson 
undertook for the Royal Commission on the Cattle Plague an 
inquiry into the nature, propagation, progress, and symptoms 
of the disease. His report, included in the appendix to the 
report of the Cattle Plague Commissioners, is of singular value. 
To him we are indebted for the discovery that the blood of 
the infected animal contains the poison of the malady, so that 
serum obtained froin it will give the discase by ineculétion. 

‘This fact,” say the Commissioners, ‘‘is the most important 
pathological discovery yet made in cattle plague. It is preg- 
nant with consequences in medical doctrine ; for though the 
existence of a similar fact has been long suspected in several 
human diseases, it has never been proved in any.” 

WE have no intention at present to discuss the various 
subjects in the letter of the Coroner for Central Middlesex 
contained in THe Lancet of last week. But we wish to lose 
no time in attention to a suggestion in Dr. Lan- 
kester’s letter. Dr. Lankester suggests that the Coroner give 
the medical man a voucher that he has given evidence, and 
that on the presentation of this voucher at the Sessions House 
or any bank named by the magistrates the medical man should 
receive payment. Such au arrangement would relieve the 
Coroner of a responsible and sometimes inconvenient duty; for 
it is very clear from Dr. Lankester’s letter that £1220 per 
annum will not supply a Coroner for Central Middlesex with

mediately. 


Tue New York Tribune for May 31 is before us, and contains 
an account of the arrival there of the steamship Peruvian and 
of the steamship Union, both from Liverpool and both having 
cholera on board. The Peruvian had 758 passengers; 35 
of these died of cholera on the passage, and on arrival there 
were 28 cases of the disease in the ship. The steamship Union 
had on leaving Liverpool, on the 12th of May, 434 passengers ; 
on the 18th of May the disease broke out in a Dane, and 33 
passengers died of it on the voyage. On arrival there were 
34 sick, many of whom were dying. The passengers of both 
ships were either Swedes, Danes, or Germans. Two cases are 
reported also in the city of New York, one of which had 
terminated fatally. It is not said whether in these two cases 
any connexion could be traced with infected ships or their 
passengers. But the 7'ri/wne says there is an outbreak on the 
arrival of nearly every emigrant ship. Quarantine is most 
properly enforced, and current cases on the arrival of vessels 
are sent to an hospital ship. Hitherto these measures would 
appear to have saved the city, and we hope they will continue 
to be effective. Cholera for the most part comes to countries 
in ships, and in the case of these huge emigrant vessels it may 
be said to come in shiploads. It would seem absurd not to 
try by quarantine and all disinfecting measures to prevent its 
entrance. Another question is urgent. Should nothing be 
done in cholera times to protect emigrants and diminish the 
chance of these shocking outbreaks on board emigrant ships ? 
It must be remembered that we only hear of the deaths which 
happen. We are apt to forget the sickness and alarm and 
distress, which are not mentioned in reports. We think it 
would be right to require a reduction in the number of pas- 
sengers. 


Tuere is a large and inconvenient amount of uncertainty in 
Treland as to the nature of the disease among cattle there 
which has been reported lately. This is sufficiently shown by 
the fact that the Mansion House Plague Committee have urged 
the Government to obtain the opinion of Professors Simonds 
and Gamgee of London, and of Dr, Smart of Edinburgh, on 
the suspected cases. The /rish Times goes so far as to say 
that there exist very serious doubts as to whether there has 
been a case of cattle plague in Ireland. In these circumstances 
the Government should not hesitate to take such an opinion as 
the Dublin committee desiderate. The question is of enormous 
importance both to Ireland and England. The diagnosis at the 
beginning of the outbreak of so rare a disease is not always 


quite easy, and half the value of diagnosis is in its being early 
and decisive. If the Government show any hesitation in the 
matter, we should advise the Dublin committee to act inde- 
pendently. 


We are glad to learn that the Metropolitan Poor-law Medical 
Officers’ Association, of which we last week spoke, is pro- 
gressing favourably. A number of influential union and dis- 
trict medical officers have sent in their names as members, and 
have expressed the warmest interest in the cause. 


THE CHOLERA. 

Riverep by the war which has broken out on the continent, 
public attention for the moment has been diverted from the 
cholera. The progress of the disease in eastern as well as 
western Europe has, however, during the past month been 
such as to require narrow attention. The epidemic has broken 
out in Jassi, Focktchani, and other towns of Moldo-Wallachian 
territory. It is to be presumed also that the malady has 
resumed its activity in the south-western provinces of European 
Russia, as active measures against it have been already adopted 
in St. Petersburg. 

In Holland the disease is widely From its 
first appearance in May (1?) to the 13th of June 724 cases 
and 431 deaths had been reported in Leyden ; 216 cases and 
135 deaths in St. Gravenhage ; 396 cases and 220 deaths in 
Delft ; 708 cases and 433 deaths in Rotterdam ; 100 cases and 
50 deaths in Gouda; and 305 cases and 169 deaths in Utrecht. 

In Prussia cholera has declared itself in Stettin, Berlin, 
Sweinemunde, Frankfort-on-the-Oder, Neustadt, Eberwald, 
Cammin, Arnswalde, and several villages. From the 2nd to 
the 9th June there were 103 fatal cases in Stettin. Sixty-five 
cases occurred in two days at Arnswalde. The disease has 
not yet shown much activity in Berlin and the vicinity—the 
cases, indeed, would appear to have been scattered mainly in 
the suburbs. 

The epidemic still lingers in the neighbourhood of Altenburg 
(Saxony), and it is reported to have shown itself at Chemnitz 
and near Echternach, on the Rhine. 

The need of watchfulness at Liverpool is taught by what 
has befallen Antwerp. A short time ago cholera broke out on 
board an emigrant ship, the Agnes, in Antwerp port. The 
disease has now appeared in the city, and to the 16th June 
there had been 84 deaths and 180 cases, irrespective of those 
which had taken place among the emigrants on board the 
Agnes. 

In France the epidemic has broken out in several 
and it was recently prevailing with great intensity at Amiens. 

Cholera still shows itself from time to time among emigrant 
ships sailing from Liverpool to the United States. 

The latest news from the East, while confirming the in- 
formation of cholera having appeared among the returning 
Mohammedan pilgrims at Jedda, leads to the conclusion that 
the previous reports of the number of cases there were exagge- 
rated. One of the caravans on the route to Medina is, how- 
ever, believed to have suffered severely. The pilgrims who 
had reached and traversed Lower Egypt were said to be en- 
tirely free from the disease. 


Ix a paper recently presented to the French 
Academy of Sciences, Dr. Chauveau examines the causes of 
cow-pox and virulent diseases generally, with great minute- 
ness. His conclusion is that there are no spontaneous virulent 
affections, and that those which appear to be so are merely 
ag by a virulent germ, the origin of which is concealed 

us. In the course of his experiments he injected vaccine 
in a liquid state into the bloodvessels of four horses, and into 
the lymphatic system of four others. The first series led to 
having all the characteristics of real pox.

Mr. Lee, alt —_ he does not say so directly, appears to 
me to agree with the French theory about two kinds of virus, 
according to which the matter from the indurated chancre is 
not auto-inoculable, or inoculable on those that have constitu- 
tional syphilis, According to this view, I could never have 
inoculated with this kind of matter; I must always have used 
the matter from the soft chancre, which, it is said, is not truly 
syphilitic at all. In order to prove this Mr. Lee made some 
inoculations from an indurated sore ; inoculated three times 
at intervals of two days. Afterwards he irritated the sore 
with savine powder, and inoculated from it seven times, and 
when these inoculations gave a negative result he considered 
the question to be decided in accordance with his opinion and 
that of the French school. 

Mr. Lee should know very well, from an article in the British 
Medical Journal, Dr. Bidenkap’s mode of inoculating—viz., 
every day for two or three weeks, after which the characteristic 

tules and ulcers will in most cases appear. What is, there- 
ore, proved by Mr. Lee’s small number of inoculations made 
every second day? Absolutely nothing. { am amazed that 
Mr. Lee should try to use such a case as a f; and I am 
still more amazed that he should publish a letter from Mr. 
Walter Coulson, who has inoculated after Dr. Bidenkap’s 
method, and obtained a positive result after three weeks’ con- 
tinued incculation. Mr. Lee thinks the lancet in this case 
may, perhaps, not have been clean, but he has himself spoken 
of a second case by Mr. Coulson in which he could find no 
such objection.
